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REMARKS 

Claims 1-29 were pending in the subject application. By this amendment. Claims 1- 
29 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer to applicants' right to pursue these claims in 
a later-filed continuation or divisional application, and replaced with new Claims 30-72. New 
Claims 30-72 are supported by the application as filed and Claims 1-29. Accordingly, entry of the 
foregoing claim amendments is respectfiiUy requested. 

35 U.S.C. 112 Rejections 

Claims 1-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph as indefinite, for 
failing to include process steps in certain claims and for including broad and narrow ranges in the 
same claim. It is noted that the "use" claims have been canceled, while "method" Claims 13 and 18 
have been rewritten as new Claims 48 and 58 to include processing steps. In view of the claim 
amendments, it is believed that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is moot. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

35 U.S.C. 101 Rejections 

Claims 1-6, 13-15, 18-20, 23-25 and 27-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 for 
referring to a use without setting forth any steps involved in the process. It is noted that the "use" 
claims have been canceled, while "method" Claims 13 and 18 have been rewritten as new Claims 
48 and 58 to include process steps. Claims 27-29 have been rewritten as new Claims 64-66 and 70- 
72, and are believed to comply with 35 U.S.C. 101. In view of the claim amendments, it is believed 
that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 is moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection is respectfiiUy requested.
